When the town council has 
finally 
passed the ordinance 
providing 
for 
the paving of C ham bersburg and Bal­ 
timore streets, due notice will be given 
to the local chs and w ater companies 
to put their mains in such 
condition 
that there will be no need for disturb­ 
ing the streets for repair 
work 
for 
many years to come. Thirty days time 
w’lll be allowed. 
As the paving is to be of a perm a­ 
nent character, both the town council 
and the State Highway 
Department, 
under whose supervision the work will 
he done, will require th a t underground 
pipes be replaced where the old 
ones 
are rusted or of insufficient 
size 
to 
meet the possible demands of coming 
years. They do not propose 
to 
build 
expensive streets only to he 
torn up 
in the course of 
several months 
by 
one or other of the local public 
ser­ 
vice concerns.

That the W estern Maryland 
Rail­ 
way 
Company 
plans 
an 
ambitious 
scheme of storage and freight 
yards 
along the new Key highway, 
Balti­ 
more, access to he had via 
the 
pro­ 
posed municipal belt line, 
developed 
Monday. 
The announcement of the new stor 
age yards 
is 
another 
step 
in 
the 
big 
terminal development 
evidently 
planned at Baltimore by the Western 
Maryland. 
The Railway Company 
I® 
at present completing the big 
grain 
elevator at Port Covington, the 
val­ 
uation of which is placed at 
$900,000 
in the report 
of 
the 
Building 
In­ 
spector. Then, too, it will he recalled 
that the 
W estern 
Maryland 
about 
three years ago bought 90 acres of the 
Winana tract near 
Port 
Covington 
and later invested about $100,000 
in 
the acquisition of the Ferry Bar tract 
of some IO acres. 


II. W. Belknap, chief of the Bureau 
of Safety of the Interstate Commerc® 
Commission, 
at 
W ashington, 
finds 
that the high bridge collision 
on th® 
W estern M aryland railroad 
on June 
24, in which six were killed and four 
injured, was caused by 
an error 
on 
j the part of “Train Dispatcher Bloom.” 
Mr. Btdknap’s report 
was submitted 
to the commission Tuesday. 
He made 
an exhaustive investigation 
into th# 
wreck. 
The report says that Bloom’s erro r 
was “in assum ing th at an order, a fte r 
having been superseded, could be 
re ­ 
stored by annulling the 
superseding 
order.” 
The report mentions 
three 
other 
wrecks which occurred on the W est­ 
ern Maryland during 
the 
last 
six 
months and says: 
“ All of these collisions were caused 
by the failure of employes properly to 
perform their duties, and occurred un­ 
der the time table 
and 
train 
order 
method of operation, without the pro­ 
tection afforded by a block system. In 
each report covering the investigation 
of these accidents it was recommend­ 
ed that an adequate block system 
be 
installed on this line to prevent 
the 
recurrence of sim ilar accidents. 
“ In this connection attention is call­ 
ed to the statem ent of General Super­ 
intendent Ennis. In which he says it is 
hoped that 50 additional miles of block 
signals will be installed each year u n­ 
til the entire system is equipped. 
“ At the end of the present year a p ­ 
proximately 112 miles of track 
will 
have 
been 
completed, 
leaving 
623 
miles unsignaled. 
Unless the annual 
installation is increased it cannot 
be 
expected that this line will lie entirely 
psntarted wjth Mock signals 
for, 
least 12 years. 
“In a number of previous accident 
reports attention has been called 
to 
the inherent weaknesses of the tim e 
table and train order system of opera- ■* 
Hon, which depend* entirely u pon 'th e ' 
human element and presents many op- 
wJhrrb/X/i! error or m istake 
on the part of a single employe, or hie 
failure to perform his duties properly, 
may not lie detected in time to avert 
an accident. 
In this instance on 
the 
W estern M aryland Railway an experi­ 
enced train dispatcher failed 
to pro­ 
vide proper orders for directing 
the 
intended train movements; under this 
system of operation no 
means 
were 
provided for detecting such a 
failure 
on the part of the dispatcher. In view 
of the volume of traffic the 
installa­ 
tion of an adequate block signal sys­ 
tem is urgently required.”

hammered It through.

and, rushing on deck, saw that we had 
been blown past the Island and were 
drifting ((way from It. Then we ipnn 
qed the pumps for nvhlle, completed 
the work til the firebox and |n due 
time were ope* mote steaming safe 
ly on.
